SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING,  JUNE  23,  1969 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  moderator  to 
appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  review  salaries  of  Town  Officers 
and  make  recommendations  for  same  at  the  next  Annual  Town 
Meeting.  So  Voted  and  Committee  is  William  York,  Elmer  Nut- 
ting, Philip  Morin,  Charles  Kellogg  and  Harvey  Versailles. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,500.00  from  available  funds  to  construct  a  foot  bridge  over 
Mill  River  at  Mill  St.  or  take  any  other  action  thereon.  Motion 
to  construct  the  bridge  was  lost. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  article  26  of 
the  Annual  Warrant  as  voted  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held 
on  March  3,  1969  which  provided  for  the  raising  and  appropriating 
of  a  sum  of  money  as  the  town's  share  of  the  Hampshire  Regional 
School  District's  budget  for  1969,  by  deleting  the  sum  of 
$22,219.58  and  by  inserting  in  its  place  the  sum  of  $15,418.30. 
Motion  made  to  reconsider  vote  taken  March  3,  carried.  Motion 
made,  seconded  and  carried  to  act  as  stated  in  this  article. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  approve  $4,139,530.00 
indebtedness  authorized  by  the  Regional  District  School  Com- 
mittee of  the  Hampshire  Regional  School  District  on  June  2,  1969, 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  originally  equipping  and  furnish- 
ing a  school.  Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  as  stated  in 
article.  Vote  was  136  Yes  and  13  No. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
to  the  Hampshire  Regional  School  District  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing, originally  equipping  and  furnishing  a  school  and  to  de- 
termine how  such  sum  shall  be  raised.  It  was  voted  that  the  sum 
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of  $31,880.00  be  appropriated  to  the  Hampshire  Regional  School 
District  for  construction,  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  a 
school  and  that  to  meet  this  appropriation  $31,980.00  be  trans- 
ferred from  the  Stabilization  fund.   It  was  a  unanimous  vote. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  from  available 
funds  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  Veterans'  Agent  salary  for  the 
balance  of  the  year  or  take  any  other  action  thereon.  Motion  to 
lay  on  the  table  was  made,  seconded  and  voted  by  majority. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $400.00  for  the  purpose  of  electrifying  one  of 
the  doors  on  the  Town  Garage,  this  sum  to  be  taken  from  available 
funds.  Motion  made,  seconded  to  do  so  but  motion  lost. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  the  interest  account,  this  sum 
to  be  transferred  from  available  funds.  So  moved,  seconded  but 
motion  lost.

Voted  to  take  $5,000.00  from  Free  Cash 
and  $5,000.00  by  taxation. 
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Article  10.  To  raise  and  appropriate  sum  of  $18,275.00  for 
Chap.  81  Highways.  Voted  to  raise  from  Available  Funds 
$6,450.00  Town's  share  and  borrow  $11,825.00  State's  share. 

Article  11.  To  raise  and  appropriate  $19,600.00  for  Chapter 
90  Roads.  Voted  to  take  $4,900.00  from  Available  Funds 
and  $14,700.00  borrowed  in  anticipation  of  reimbursement. 

Article  12.  For  Chapter  90  $7,500.00.  Voted  $2,500.00  from 
Available  Funds  and  $5,000.00  borrowed  in  anticipation  of 
reimbursement. 

Article  13.  For  road  reconstruction  under  Chap.  616  $7,800.00. 
Voted  to  take  $1,808.36  from  Available  Funds  and  $5,991.64 
from  State  when  received.

To  see  if  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  $300.00  to 
acquire  and  maintain  swimming  pool.  Voted  to  raise  $500.00 
for  that  purpose.

Non-resident  Fishing,  1  Non-resident  Hunting,  5  Duplicates,  18 
Free  Sporting  (over  70),  1  Free  Fishing  (Paraplegic),  4  Free 
(Military  or  Naval).  15  Archery  Stamps  were  sold. 

DOG  LICENSES  SOLD 

A  total  of  308  licenses  were  issued  in  1969,  as  follows:  156  Male, 
44  Female,  93  Spayed  Female  and  14  $10  Kennel  and  1  $25 
Kennel.  The  sum  of  $806.00  was  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treas. 
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Report  of  Highway  Dept. 


There  was  a  total  of  27  storms  during  the  1968-1969  winter 
season:  19  of  these  were  snow  storms  with  an  accumulation  of 
85  inches.  This  was  ten  inches  more  than  the  average.  The  depart- 
ment had  to  plow  during  thirteen  of  the  storms  and  all  of  them 
required  sanding.  Eight  were  rain  storms,  with  six  of  them  freez- 
ing rain,  which  also  required  the  spreading  of  sand.  Three  of 
these  freezing-rain  storms  lasted  two  days.  Our  practice  of  trying 
to  keep  bare  pavements  through  the  winter  months,  although  cost- 
ly, seems  to  be  what  the  public  wants. 

CHAPTER  90  CONSTRUCTION: 

This  account  was  expended  on  Mountain  Street.  We  had  hopes 
of  finishing  this  project  this  year,  but  extra  costs  of  repairing  the 
Legion  Bridge  and  design  changes  which  had  to  be  made  on  the 
multiplate  pipe  arches  put  costs  higher  than  estimated.  We  will 
have  to  wait  until  next  year  to  complete  this  project  and  then 
move  on  to  South  Street. 

CHAPTER  81  AND  CHAPTER  90  MAINTENANCE 
ACCOUNTS: 

All  of  the  routine  and  regular  maintenance  projects  were  com- 
pleted. We  did  try  one  new  project:  that  of  painting  road  lines. 
This  appears  to  be  very  good  practice  for  our  wider  roads  but  im- 
practical on  any  road  less  than  twenty  feet  wide.  As  with  all  the 
accounts,  it  is  very  difficult  to  get  the  required  work  done  using 
the  same  amounts  of  money  when  labor,  equipment  and  material 
costs  keep  rising. 

TOWN  CONSTRUCTION  ACCOUNT: 

With  this  money  we  finished  1,400  feet  of  Adams  Road,  500 
feet  on  O'Neil  Road  and  400  feet  on  Depot  Road.   This  type  of 
construction  is  not  up  to  Chapter  90  standards,  but  we  feel  that 
for  these  less  heavily  traveled  roads  it  is  sufficient. 
BRIDGES  AND  SIDEWALKS  ACCOUNT: 

Small  projects  were  completed  under  this  account.  We  have 
high  hopes  that  the  Grist  Mill  Bridge  will  be  programmed  for  re- 
placement under  the  Sub-Standard  Bridge  Act  and  be  replaced 
within  the  next  year  or  two.

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Report  of  Board  of  Health 


The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year 
1969. 

All  the  dairy  barns  have  been  inspected  and  special  notice  has 
been  taken  of  the  bacteria  count  in  milk  samples  as  such  reports 
are  posted  in  each  milk  room.  Variety  stores  have  been  licensed 
as  such  is  now  required  by  the  State.  All  eating  establishments 
and  nursing  and  rest  homes  have  been  inspected.  New  dwellings 
are  inspected  by  the  Board  of  Health  as  well  as  by  the  Building 
and  Plumbing  Inspectors  of  the  Town  as  required  by  the  build- 
ing code  and  State  Sanitary  Code.  At  this  time  we  wish  to  thank 
the  Board  of  Appeals  for  notifying  the  Board  of  all  hearings  for 
appeals.  This  is  quite  necessary  as  not  all  land  in  Williamsburg 
is  suitable  for  building  lots.  A  percolation  test  should  be  made  of 
each  proposed  lot  before  land  is  purchased  for  building  purposes. 

A  Mumps  Clinic  was  held  this  fall  for  all  children  aged  5-18. 
We  are  planning  to  hold  a  Rubella  Clinic  when  the  material  is 
available.  Our  thanks  to  Mrs.  Madison,  Mrs.  Hobbs,  and  Dr. 
Hemenway  for  their  assistance.  The  incidence  of  communicable 
diseases  is  very  low,  probably  as  the  result  of  the  immunization 
programs. 

Dump  stickers  for  residents,  and  business  owners  in  Town,  are 
now  available  at  the  Town  Office.  After  January  17th,  no  one 
may  use  the  dump  without  a  sticker.  The  dump  will  be  closed, 
except  for  special  permission  to  use  the  same,  all  week,  and  open 
only  on  Saturday  8-4  and  Sunday  from  10  -  2,  as  posted  at  the 
dump.  Much  maintenance  money  would  be  saved  if  people  would 
observe  these  hours  and  if  townspeople  would  please  throw  their 
rubbish  over  the  edge  of  the  dump  rather  than  on  or  near  the 
driveway.  Also,  no  trees,  garbage,  dead  animals,  refrigerators 
with  doors  or  junk  cars  may  be  thrown  in  the  dump.  Anyone  who 
sees  someone  using  the  dump  without  a  sticker  on  their  car,  is 
asked  to  report  the  registration  number  of  the  car  to  the  local 
police.  We  hope  to  operate  the  dump  in  the  best  way  possible 
until  we  are  forced  to  join  a  regional  incineration  plan. 
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The  State  Dept.  of  Public  Health  advises  us  that  our  water 
supply  contains  .09%  natural  flourides,  which  is  only  10%  of  the 
recommended  amount.  Therefore,  we  ask  you  to  consider  flourida- 
tion  of  our  water  supply  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting.  We  feel 
that  the  townspeople  must  decide  this  issue  by  vote.

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Report  of  Water  Commissioners 


The  Williamsburg  Water  Department  lost  a  highly-valued  mem- 
ber this  year  when  Robert  McCutcheon,  through  a  job  promotion, 
was  forced  to  resign  from  the  Board  and  move  to  Syracuse,  New 
York.  He  devoted  many  years  and  much  of  his  free  time  and 
energy  to  this  Board  and  his  faithful  service  will  be  greatly  missed. 

As  reported  in  the  1968  Town  Report,  the  first  important  task 
for  this  year  was  to  complete  the  repairs  to  the  lower  side  of  the 
dam.  After  the  work  was  started,  it  became  evident  that  the 
whole  lower  face  would  have  to  be  reinforced.  This  work  was  com- 
pleted by  the  use  of  poured  concrete  and  the  Commissioners  are 
thankful  for  the  services  rendered  by  the  contractor. 

The  watershed  in  the  area  of  the  upper  reservoir  was  trimmed 
and  cut,  the  dam  was  mowed  and  raked  and  the  spillway  was 
cleaned.  While  the  lower  dam  was  being  worked  on,  the  gates 
and  screens  were  flushed  and  cleaned  again. 

It  was  hoped  that  we  would  be  able  to  have  some  repairs  made 
to  the  small  dam  in  the  Mill  River  that  protects  our  main  across 
to  Nash  Hill  and  Valley  View  Roads.  This  was  not  possible,  but 
will  have  to  be  done  in  1970.  Another  project  to  be  considered  in 
1970  will  be  to  put  in  a  gate  and  to  continue  fencing  the  area 
of  Unquomonk  Road  to  close  in  the  lower  dam  site. 

There  were  several  new  services  and  renewals  made  in  1969. 
We  installed  one  new  hydrant  and  repaired  several  others.  The 
Department  hopes  to  be  able  to  continue  the  work  of  replacing 
the  older  hydrants  each  year. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Highway  and  Fire  Departments  for  their 
assistance  of  men  and  equipment  when  needed.

TREE  WARDEN  ACCOUNT  $4,000.00 

In  this  account  twenty-one  sick  or  dead  shade  trees,  for  the 
most  part  maples,  were  removed  and  disposed  of.  As  in  the  past, 
private  contractors  did  the  topping  and  high  work  with  the  town 
forces  handling  the  removal  and  disposal.  Eighty-five  of  our  shade 
trees  were  completely  cleared  of  dead  wood  and  interfering 
branches.  Nine  stumps  were  removed  with  the  cost  of  this  work 
divided  between  the  Town  and  abuttors.  Under  our  planting  pro- 
gram, seven  15  foot  Norway  Maples  were  planted  on  High  St. 
where  many  elms  have  been  removed  during  the  past  two  years. 

DUTCH  ELM  ACCOUNT  $2,300.00 

Under  this  program,  fifty-four  diseased  trees  —  nineteen  pri- 
vate and  thirty-five  public  —  were  removed  and  disposed  of.  Two 
of  these  were  of  last  year's  planting.  We  still  have  four  large 
trees  to  be  removed.  The  utility  company  will  do  the  topping  at 
no  cost  to  the  Town  and  the  town  crew  will  handle  the  rest.  It 
seems  as  though  all  of  our  elms  will  be  gone  in  a  few  years.  There 
is  some  hope  that  a  disease  resistant  elm  may  become  available.  If 
so,* we  hope  to  be  able  to  begin  a  planting  program  in  the  near 
future. 

MOTH  ACCOUNT  $1,000.00 

Again  this  year,  as  in  the  past,  this  money  is  used  in  conjunc- 
tion with  Chapter  81  monies.  With  assistance  from  the  Telephone 
Company  all  roadsides  were  sprayed  to  control  weeds  and  brush.

The    Commission   held   four   meetings   throughout   the  year. 

We  received  brochures  and  invitations  to  attend  a  conference  at 
Springfield  on  air  pollution  in  western  Massachusetts,  but  due  to 
a  change  of  date  we  were  unable  to  attend. 

The  Commission  received  a  quarterly  report  of  "Resources  Re- 
view," published  by  the  Mass.  Assn.  of  Conservation  Districts. 
This  will  help  us  to  obtain  better  knowledge  and  more  up-to-date 
information.  The  Commission  strongly  recommends  the  subscrip- 
tion to  this  quarterly  and  also  membership  in  the  Mass.  Assn.  of 
Conservation  Districts. 

The  U.  S.  Soil  Conservation  Commission  recommends  an  op- 
erational soil  survey  of  the  entire  town,  showing  soil  types, 
drainage  conditions,  slopes  and  soil  textures.  This  survey  would 
cost  the  Town  of  Williamsburg  approximately  $6,240.  at  the  pres- 
ent time.  The  local  Commission  recommends  that  this  be  done 
sometime  in  the  near  future.

During  the  year  action  was  taken  on  four  plot  plans  and  normal 
routine  business  conducted. 

The  major  project  of  the  Planning  Board  is  the  Master  Plan 
and  we  advised  Mr.  Frederick  N.  Holland,  Senior  Planner  of  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Commerce  and  Development,  and 
our  consultant,  that  the  town  had  voted  funds  for  the  Master 
Plan  and  we  were  ready  to  proceed  with  the  program.  Mr.  Hol- 
land met  with  our  board  and  we  were  asked  to  complete  701 
Reconnaissance  Questionnaire  No.  1  and  No.  2.  We  met  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee  in  April  and  com- 
pleted the  above  questionnaires  and  sent  them  to  Mr.  Holland. 
Communication  was  received  from  Mr.  Holland  dated  May  15th 
that  our  questionnaires  had  been  received  and  approval  of  Wil- 
liamsburg 701  Study  was  not  expected  until  late  fall  of  1969  or 
early  winter  1970.  Until  we  receive  approval  we  can  not  continue 
our  work  on  Master  Planning. 

We  are  presently  working  on  Zoning  and  hope  to  come  up  with 
some  basic  rules  and  regulations  on  zoning.

The  total  estimated  receipts  from  the  state  in  1969  were 
$158,570.19.  This  amount  was  $20,133.04  less  than  that  re- 
ceived in  1968.  This  decrease  in  receipts  and  an  increase  of 
$149,459.70  in  appropriations  resulted  in  an  increase  of  $4.00  in 
the  tax  rate. 

Chapter  546  of  the  Acts  of  1969  does  away  with  the  local  aid 
fund  so-called  and  provides  in  it's  place  a  guaranteed  minimum 
amount  of  $239,600.00  for  reimbursement  to  the  cities  and  towns. 
What  eaffect  if  any  this  will  have  on  receipts  is  not  known  at  this 
time. 

The  Board  met  each  Wednesday  during  the  year  exclusive  of 
holidays  and  during  the  months  of  July  and  August  when  bi- 
weekly meetings  were  held.    One  or  more  members  attended  all 
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state  and  county  assessors  meetings,  and  Chairman  Edward  at- 
tended the  14th  Annual  Assessors  School  at  the  University  of 
Mass.  the  week  of  August  4-8. 

In  the  last  two  annual  reports  this  Board  has  indicated  the 
need  for  another  revaluation.  This  year,  the  Board  has  placed  an 
article  in  the  warrant  for  a  professional  revaluation  of  the  real 
property  of  the  town.  It  is  an  accepted  fact  in  the  appraising  field 
that  a  revaluation  is  effective  for  a  maximum  of  ten  years.  It 
has  been  thirteen  years  since  our  revaluation,  and  in  order  to 
maintain  our  tax  base  and  equalization,  we  feel  that  this  revalua- 
tion is  a  must.  We  ask  the  support  of  the  townspeople  on  the 
the  article.

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Report  of  School  Committee 


WILLIAMSBURG 


Classroom  space  continues  to  be  a  serious  problem  but  happily 
this  will  end  at  the  outset  of  the  1971-1972  school  year.  A  third 
classroom  was  developed  in  the  Town  Hall  and  although  we  would 
like  to  have  additional  space  during  the  last  year  preceding  the 
opening  of  the  Regional  School,  we  intend  to  make  do  with  what 
we  have  for  the  1970-1971  school  year. 

Early  in  the  year,  Mr.  Paul  Knight,  then  Principal  of  the  High 
School,  asked  to  return  to  classroom  teaching  after  the  1968-1969 
school  year.  To  take  his  place,  we  appointed  Mr.  Ray  E.  Franklin 
to  the  Principalship. 

The  operating  costs  of  the  school  system  continued  to  increase 
and  thus  tuition  rates  for  out-of-town  pupils  were  increased  by 
$75.00  per  pupil  in  September.  In  September  of  1970,  the  rates  will 
be  increased  an  additional  $75  to  $750  for  Junior  High  pupils  and 
to  $800  for  those  in  the  Senior  High. 

Now  that  the  Regional  School  is  under  construction,  we  must  give 
serious  thought  of  how  best  to  utilize  the  town's  existing  school 
facilities  when  the  High  School  (James  Building)  is  vacated  in 
June  of  1971.  With  the  expected  growth  of  the  elementary  age 
school  population  and  the  requirement  that  Kindergarten  classes 
be  established  by  1973,  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  High  School 
building  will  have  to  be  pressed  into  elementary  service  almost 
immediately. 

Before  the  building  can  be  put  into  use  for  elementary  purposes, 
however,  a  certain  amount  of  refurbishing  seems  appropriate.  In 
order  to  determine  the  extent  and  the  cost  of  such  work,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  a  "James  Building  Renovation  Committee"  be  ap- 
pointed so  that  there  will  be  ample  time  to  prepare  a  proposal  for 
action  by  the  voters  in  1971. 

To  provide  time  in  which  to  accomplish  that  work,  we  have  tenta- 
tively planned  to  assign  the  expected  elementary  overflow  classes 
to  the  Town  Hall  for  the  1971-1972  school  year.  By  September  of 
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1972  the  James  Building  should  be  ready  to  assume  its  role  as  one 
of  Williamsburg's  elementary  schools.  Barring  unforeseen  state 
requirements,  the  town  should  then  have  no  additional  elementary 
school  space  problems  for  many  years  to  come. 

Some  voters  have  raised  the  question  of  whether  or  not  the  Hay- 
denville  School  could  or  should  be  closed  temporarily  for  a  few  years 
beginning  in  1972  in  order  to  save  the  expense  of.  operating  three 
buildings  during  those  years  when  all  elementary  children  could  be 
accommodated  in  the  Dunphy  and  James  Schools.  This  could  be 
done  and,  if  it  was  to  be  done,  a  considerable  amount  of  money  would 
be  saved.  In  order  to  intelligently  prepare  a  school  budget  for  1972, 
this  decision  must  be  made  by  October  of  1971.  Between  now  and 
then,  we  intend  to  give  much  thought  to  this  matter  —  your  ideas 
and  opinions  will  be  welcomed. 

Several  changes  in  the  make  up  of  the  School  Committee  took 
place.  Mr.  Robert  McCutcheon  moved  from  the  community  and  Mr. 
Erwin  Cepek  was  appointed  to  replace  him.  Mr.  Richard  Warren 
resigned  and  was  replaced  by  Mr.  Robert  Rocheleau.  Both  former 
members  have  served  the  town  for  a  number  of  years  and  their 
contributions  to  the  school  system  are  worthy  of  special  recognition 
by  the  citizens. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  various  officials,  parents  and  towns- 
people for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  during  the  past  year. 
We  similarly  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  profes- 
sional and  non-professional  personnel  who  operated  and  maintained 
the  schools.

In  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  law  concerning  special 
programs  for  mentally  retarded  children,  we  have  always  been  able 
to  send  such  pupils  to  other  communities  (on  a  tuition  basis)  where 
special  classes  were  conducted.  The  desirability  to  keep  these  young- 
sters within  "our  own  system"  and  the  likelihood  that  these  other 
communities  would  soon  have  no  room  for  our  pupils,  has  led  to  the 
cooperative  establishment  of  a  special  class  by  the  five  towns  of 
Hampshire  Regional  School  District.  Funding  for  the  first  year  of 
this  project  has  been  obtained  under  a  grant  from  Title  VI-A  of  the 
Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act.  The  Town  of  Westhamp- 
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ton  administers  the  program,  but  the  costs  are  to  be  shared  by  all 
towns  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  pupils  sent  from  each  mem- 
ber town.  The  establishment  of  this  program  is  a  major  step  in  the 
improvement  of  the  school  system  as  a  whole. 

In  September  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Sec- 
ondary Schools  voted  to  extend  the  accreditation  of  Williamsburg 
High  School  through  1974.  Favorable  action  on-  the  high  school's 
Five  Year  Progress  Report  was  possible  only  because  of  the  positive 
action  taken  by  the  citizens  to  construct  the  new  regional  junior- 
senior  high  school.  Continued  accreditation  does  not  insure  gradu- 
ates that  they  will  be  accepted  by  the  colleges  of  their  choice,  but 
had  accreditation  been  lost,  their  chances  of  being  accepted  would 
have  been  most  certainly  reduced. 

On  November  2,  1969  official  ground  breaking  for  the  new  Region- 
al School  took  place.  Scheduled  to  open  in  September  of  1971,  this 
1200  pupil  school  will  enable  us  to  provide  the  students  with  educa- 
tional opportunities  far  superior  to  what  is  presently  possible.  We 
will  then  have  the  ability  to  provide  programs  equal  to  or  better 
than  what  is  currently  being  offered  in  some  of  the  larger  cities  and 
the  more  affluent  communities  which  surround  us. 

On  November  25,  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Education  reaf- 
firmed its  policy  as  set  forth  in  its  "Guidelines  for  School  District 
Organization"  which  was  adopted  in  1967.  Briefly  stated,  that  policy 
would  have  this  commuunity : 

1.  Be  part  of  a  K-12  district  having  at  least  2000  pupils, 
governed  by  a  single  school  committee  with  one  superin- 
tendent of  schools. 

2.  Provide  for  participation  in  an  approved  vocational- 
occupational  program.  (We  have  Smith's  School) 

3.  Meet  or  exceed  the  minimum  educational  standards  of 
the  Board  of  Education.  (These  standards  are  still 
being  formulated) 

4.  Submit  a  plan  to  implement  these  "Guidelines"  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Education  by  December  31,  1969. 
(Submitted  early  in  1969) 

Now  that  all  the  secondary  aged  pupils  of  the  five  towns  will  be 
entering  the  same  school  beginning  in  1971,  it  is  very  important 
that  elementary  programs  in  the  several  towns  be  coordinated  much 
more  so  than  was  heretofore  possible.  To  accomplish  this,  all  of  the 
school  personnel  are  involved  in  a  systematic  effort  to  provide  im- 
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proved  and  updated  educational  programs  which  are  generally  com- 
mon to  District  as  a  whole. 

For  the  third  year,  a  cooperative  Summer  School  was  conducted 
with  federal  funds  received  under  Title  I  of  the  Elementary  and 
Secondary  Education  Act.  Indications  are  that  a  substantial  reduc- 
tion in  the  availability  of  such  monies  is  quite  likely  in  1970.  We  are 
currently  developing  a  new  program  which  will  make  the  most  out 
of  the  expected  reduced  funding. 

Once  again  may  I  express  my  appreciation  to  you  the  officials  and 
citizens  of  the  Town  for  the  privilege  of  serving  the  community.

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Report  of  School  Nurse 


The  annual  report  of  the  school  nurse  is  herewith  submitted  for 
January  1  through  December  31,  1969. 

January  —  Our  dental  hygiene  program  was  encouraged  and 
made  more  interesting  by  posters,  booklets,  and  instruction  kits 
obtained  from  a  tooth  paste  company. 

Dental  examinations  were  done  by  Dr.  J.  E.  Modestow  on  March 
14-21  and  April  11.  225  children  were  examined.  946  treatments 
were  needed.  Slips  were  sent  home  advising  parents  of  the  pupils' 
treatments  needed  and  advised  to  take  him  or  her  to  the  family 
dentist. 

Dental  certificates  were  given  to  the  elementary  grade  pupils  to 
be  signed  by  each  child's  family  dentist,  showing  they  had  dental 
care. 

413  physical  examinations  were  completed  by  Dr.  Hobbs  during 
the  school  term.  All  students  involved  in  competitive  sports  such  as 
cheering,  cross  country  running,  basketball,  soft  ball,  baseball,  and 
golf  are  examined  each  year.  Also  children  in  grades  1,  3,  5, 
9,  and  12. 

Classroom  inspecting  was  done  in  elementary  grade  rooms  for 
reasons  of  personal  hygiene.  Children  in  grades  1  through  6  are 
weighed  and  measured  twice  during  the  year.  All  these  are  weighed 
and  measured  at  the  time  of  their  physical  examination. 

February  —  A  film  (the  Trip  Back)  was  obtained  from  the 
Hampshire  County  Public  Health  Association  and  used  in  the  Junior 
and  Senior  high  school. 

March  —  Sgt.  Ashe  of  the  State  Police  Department  was  invited 
to  talk  to  the  children  in  grades  1  through  3  about  safety  on  the 
school  grounds,  on  the  buses,  bicycles,  and  walking  to  and  from 
school. 

March  10  —  The  tuberculin  Tine  test  was  done  on  pupils  in  grades 
1-9  and  12  by  Mrs.  Janet  Houston  of  the  Hampshire  County  Public 
Health  Association.  The  results  were  read  on  March  13.  Twelve  per- 
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sonnel  also  had  this  test.  One  positive  reaction  was  found,  the  X-ray 
was  negative. 

April  —  56  kindergarten  children  had  the  vision  screening  test. 
One  failed  this  test. 

Sept.  -  Nov.  —  Vision  tests  were  completed.  726  children  were 
screened.  Forty  failed  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  and  parents 
were  advised  to  take  their  child  to  an  eye  specialist. 

October  —  Dr.  Hemenway  was  assisted  with  60  physical  examina- 
tions on  first  graders. 

A  clinic  was  held  on  Nov.  3,  4,  and  6  by  the  Board  of  Health. 
218  children  from  Kindergarten  through  Grade  8  were  given  the 
Mumps  vaccine. 

Several  cases  of  German  Measles,  Chicken  Pox,  and  Mumps  were 
reported  during  the  school  term. 

Many  cases  of  a  rash  were  noted  among  the  school  children  with 
no  other  symptoms  observed.  We  did  exclude  these  children  from 
school  for  a  few  days  unless  other  symptoms  developed.  They  were 
advised  to  consult  the  family  physician. 

Hearing  tests  have  been  completed  in  the  elementary  grades  at 
this  date. 

First  aid  was  given  to  many  children  for  bruises,  cuts,  abrasions, 
pencil  punctures,  bee  stings,  and  upset  stomach. 

Home  visits  were  made  in  follow-up  work  after  physical  examina- 
tions, screening  tests  and  absenteeism. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Buss,  the  School  Committee,  the  school  physi- 
cian, teachers  and  parents  for  their  cooperation.

1969  was  a  new  year  —  a  year  with  a  challenge  to  pre- 
sent another  school;  one  that  would  meet  the  approval  of 
all  five  District  Towns.  In  an  effort  to  preserve  the  Dis- 
trict and  to  get  the  project  underway  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible date,  the  School  Committee  voted  at  its  first  meeting 
to  appoint  a  separate  Building  Committee.  The  members 
would  be  apportioned  according  to  the  approximate  per- 
centage of  student  enrollment  from  each  town;  Chester- 
field, Goshen  and  Westhampton,  one  member  each;  Wil- 
liamsburg, 3,  and  Southampton,  4  members.  Chosen  to 
serve  from  the  towns  were  Russell  Bisbee  of  Chesterfield; 
Francis  Dresser  of  Goshen;  Raymond  Sarafin  of  West- 
hampton; Merton  Bickford,  Donald  Harry,  and  Ronald 
Schuster  of  Williamsburg,  and  Arthur  McLaughlin,  Karl 
Kuehner,  David  Teece,  and  Gary  Swanson  of  Southamp- 
ton. This  group  was  given  the  powers  and  duties  relative 
to  the  planning,  constructing,  and  equipping  of  a  school 
building  or  buildings  as  the  Regional  Committee  should 
from  time  to  time  determine.  All  activities  of  this  Com- 
mittee to  be  reported  to  and  all  appointments,  recom- 
mendations, and  expenditures  to  be  approved  by  the 
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School  Committee.  Their  first  meeting  was  held  January 
22  at  which  time  Arthur  McLaughlin  was  elected  chair- 
man and  Ronald  Schuster,  secretary.  From  this  date,  they 
have  worked  long  hours  to  fulfill  their  assignment. 

Also,  in  January,  because  of  the  need  to  meet  our  finan- 
cial obligations,  we  approved  the  sale  of  a  19  year  bond 
issue  for  $225,000.00  to  the  New  England  Merchants  Na- 
tional Bank  and  a  $3,000.00  note  with  a  maturity  date  of 
March  14, 1969. 

Our  contract  with  Architects  Caolo  and  Bienieck  was 
terminated  in  February,  and  soon  thereafter,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Building  Committee,  Alfred  Ca- 
sella  was  selected  as  architect  for  the  second  school.  Now, 
work  on  the  design  and  structure  began  in  earnest. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  School  Committee  was  held 
as  usual  in  March,  Richard  Warren  again  being  elected 
as  Chairman.  Southampton  now  added  a  fifth  member  as 
the  increase  in  its  school  population  so  warranted.  This 
brings  our  total  membership  to  fifteen. 

In  April,  the  Educational  Specifications  were  reviewed 
and  revised.  Later  that  month  the  Building  Committee 
presented  pre-preliminary  plans  of  a  three  story  block 
structure  with  the  auditorium  and  gymnasium  on  the  sec- 
ond and  third  floor  levels.  These  plans  were  displayed  and 
discussed  at  public  meetings  throughout  the  District.  On 
May  12,  our  Committee  approved  the  Preliminary  Plans 
and  they  were  sent  on  to  the  School  Building  Assistance 
Bureau.  At  that  time,  we  received  word  from  this  Board 
that  our  State  Grant  would  be  65  %  of  the  approved  cost. 

The  estimate  of  the  total  project  cost  of  the  proposed 
school  was  then  $4,400,000.00.  This  figure,  minus  the 
Planning  Cost  Reimbursement  and  costs  already  paid 
gave  us  the  sum  of  $4,139,000.00  as  the  appropriation  for 
which  we  sought  approval  from  the  District  Towns  to 
complete  the  proposed  school.  During  the  first  week  in 
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June,  Town  Meetings  were  held  throughout  the  District 
and  this  time,  the  voting  everywhere  was  favorable.  Also, 
at  these  meetings,  the  Towns  approved  the  transfer  of 
their  shares  of  the  $100,000.00  Stabilization  Funds  to  the 
District. 

By  late  July,  approval  of  our  entire  building  program 
as  well  as  our  plans  for  financing  it  had  been  received 
from  S.B.A.B.,  the  Emergency  Finance  Board,  and  the 
State  Board  of  Education. 

On  September  8,  the  Committee  accepted  with  many 
regrets  the  resignation  of  Richard  Warren,  who  had 
served  faithfully  as  our  chairman  since  1962.  Philip  Nor- 
ris  of  Westhampton  was  elected  to  complete  his  term.  At 
this  meeting  we  also  gave  approval  to  the  final  plans  as 
presented  by  the  Building  Committee. 

Bids  on  the  school  construction  were  opened  on  October 
17,  and  on  recommendation  of  the  Building  Committee, 
the  contract  was  awarded  to  the  low  bidder,  D.  A.  Sullivan 
and  Sons  of  Northampton  for  $3,290,304.00  Final  esti- 
mates for  funding  the  total  school  project  were  adjusted 
as  follows:

Because  the  amount  of  funding  available  was  $110,063.00 
more  than  the  estimated  project  cost,  it  was  voted  to  re- 
duce the  bond  issue  from  $3,939,530.00  to  $3,800,000.00. 
(The  additional  $29,467.00  will  be  made  up  by  temporarily- 
investing  the  proceeds  of  the  bond  issue.)  However,  as 
1969  comes  to  a  close,  the  bond  market  is  at  an  all  time 
high,  and  the  Committee  has  also  voted  to  postpone  the 
bond  sale  and  to  finance  the  building  program  for  the 
coming  year  through  short  term  loans. 

In  conclusion,  there  are  a  few  facts  that  may  be  of  in- 
terest. Ground  breaking  ceremonies  were  held  on  a  very 
wet,  rainy  November  2.  The  resignation  of  Harry  Willis- 
ton,  treasurer,  effective  December  31,  has  been  received 
and  Mrs.  Jeanette  O'Neill,  our  business  manager,  ap- 
pointed to  this  position  until  the  date  of  our  next  Annual 
Meeting.  Our  1970  budget  has  been  reviewed  with  officials 
of  the  District  Towns.  It  totals  $124,450.00  from  which 
may  be  subtracted  the  sum  of  $31,130.00  (capital  costs 
covered  by  the  State  Reimbursement  Program)  leaving  a 
balance  of  $93,320.00  to  be  raised  by  assessment.  This  has 
been  apportioned  to  the  District  Towns  on  a  percentage 
basis  according  to  their  October  1  school  enrollment. 

Inasmuch  as  the  District's  budget  is  substantially  less 
than  was  anticipated,  it  is  recommended  that  all  member 
towns  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  by  appropriat- 
ing for  their  respective  stabilization  funds  another 
$100,000.00  which  could  be  used  either  to  reduce  the  tax 
impact  in  1971  or  to  further  reduce  the  District's  bond 
issue. 

So,  as  1969  closes,  construction  of  the  Hampshire  Re- 
gional Junior-Senior  High  School  is  underway  with  much 
appreciation  bestowed  upon  the  members  of  the  Building 
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Committee  for  their  supreme  effort  on  behalf  of  thr 
entire  District.

There  has  been  proposed  a  recommendation  that  the  service 
organizations  of  the  community  join  the  Hampshire  United  Fund 
and  therefore,  in  time,  part  of  our  budget  needs  would  be  met 
through  this  service.  For  the  moment,  however,  the  Williamsburg- 
Haydenville  Visiting  Nurse  Association  must  continue  to  ask  for 
the  support  of  the  citizens  of  both  villages. 

The  Board  of  Directors  and  its  officers  are  studying  the  advan- 
tages of  trying  services  from  the  Northampton  Visiting  Nurse 
Association  to  expand  our  health  program  and  to  qualify  for  Medi- 
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care  benefits.  We  hope  to  have  a  recommendation  before  the  1971 
annual  town  meeting. 

In  the  fall  of  1969,  the  Williamsburg-Haydenville  Visiting  Nurse 
Association  conducted  a  successful  door-to-door  campaign  in  both 
villages.  Our  solicitors  for  the  most  part  were  received  with 
courtesy  and  generosity.  We  wish  to  thank  everyone  for  their 
donations  and  particularly  Dr.  Hobbs,  the  Salvation  Army  and  the 
Williamsburg  Pharmacy. 

Our  visiting  nurse  is  now  able  to  read  blood  pressures  —  and 
there  has  been  added  to  the  equipment  available  for  loan  —  a 
walker. 

We  wish  to  remind  all  our  townspeople  that  there  is  equipment 
available  for  use  such  as,  hospital  beds,  wheel  chairs,  crutches,  etc.

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Selectmen's  Report 


For  Williamsburg  Town  Government  to  function  at  it  highest 
efficiency,  the  Selectmen  are  more  than  merely  administrators  and 
signers  of  reports.  They  are  executives,  politicians,  planners,  in- 
formed citizens  and  a  host  of  other  personalities.  They  each  wear 
a  dozen  hats.  They  work  full  time  at  a  so-called  part  time  job.  They 
are  out  nearly  every  night  attending  various  meetings.  Their  time 
belongs  to  the  public,  yet  they  love  every  minute  of  it. 

Involved  as  they  are  in  the  endless  activities  of  their  position,  the 
Selectmen  have  an  opportunity  to  foresee  trouble,  to  take  effective 
action  and  in  so  doing  forestall  a  crisis.  In  other  words,  there  is 
need  for  them  to  look  ahead  and  to  approach  town  affairs  from  a 
long  range,  as  well  as  the  day  to  day,  point  of  view.  We  have  tried 
hard  to  follow  the  responsibilities  of  our  office,  and  wish  to  report 
the  following  actions  during  the  year  of  1969. 

The  Board  held  meetings  every  Monday  evening  at  7:30  P.M., 
except  when  a  holiday  forced  a  change  of  date,  and  meetings  during 
July  and  August  were  held  every  two  weeks. 

All  town  officials  warrants  were  checked,  approved  and  signed 
weekly.  Licenses  for  liquor  establishments  were  approved  under 
state  supervision  and  signed.  Special  licenses  and.  permits  were 
issued.  The  spending  of  money  which  was  appropriated  at  the 
annual  Town  Meeting  was  closely  supervised.  State  authorities  in 
turn  kept  a  close  watch  on  our  financial  dealings. 

All  minor  Town  officers  were  appointed  in  March  as  usual. 

On  April  14,  Messrs.  Nietsche  and  Dunphy  together  with  Harry 
Warner,  Jr.,  attended  a  hearing  in  Boston  on  the  location  of  the 
new  Route  9  as  it  goes  through  the  Town. 

The  Selectmen  filed  an  application  with  the  Dept.  of  Public 
Works,  Div.  of  Waterways,  for  assistance  in  repairing  the  wall 
along  the  river  in  Williamsburg,  the  banking  along  Valley  View  and 
removal  of  the  dam  at  the  lower  end  of  So.  Main  St.,  in  Haydenville. 
Due  to  extra  cost  above  contract,  which  was  approved  by  the  State 
DPW,  on  the  Bridge  St.  bridge,  Chap.  90  funds  were  depleted  to 
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the  extent  that  the  construction  on  Mountain  St.  was  not  entirely 
completed  in  1969.  In  1970,  we  anticipate  that  this  will  be  finished 
and  a  start  made  on  South  St.  Engineering  work  by  the  DPW  has 
started  on  this  project  as  well  as  on  the  Grist  Mill  Bridge.  South 
St.  reconstruction  is  doubly  important  due  to  anticipated  school 
bus  travel  starting  in  1971.  An  extra  grant  from  the  State  DPW 
for  this  project  has  been  negotiated  for  on  an  informal  basis,  during 
an  inspection,  on  site,  with  Comm.  Bisbee  of  the  State  DPW. 

During  January  of  each  year,  the  Selectmen  have  ordered  dogs 
restrained  for  the  winter  months.  The  state  also  has  a  ban  on  dogs 
running  at  large  during  this  period.  Groups  of  dogs  have  congre- 
gated in  the  school  playgrounds  annoying  the  children  during  recess 
periods.  Restraint  of  dogs,  if  cooperated  with  by  citizens,  will  be 
appreciated  by  all  concerned. 

As  usual  each  winter  most  property  owners  have  done  a  good 
job  of  keeping  walks  shoveled.  A  few  cases  of  failure  to  comply 
with  a  by-law  of  the  Town  have  caused  complaints  to  the  Selectmen. 
Children  and  elderly  persons  should  not  be  forced  to  walk  on  high- 
ways. 

In  January  of  1969,  the  Town  started  operating  its  own  Veterans' 
Service  Dept.  At  the  Town  Meeting  a  budget  of  $18,000.  was  voted. 
The  agent  processed  benefits  and  claims  through  the  State  and  the 
Town  receives  reimbursements  of  approximately  50%.  This  reim- 
bursement is  not  received  unless  Veterans'  benefits  are  processed 
properly  and  are  approved  of  by  the  State.  For  1970,  the  Select- 
men are  requesting  $18,000.  for  benefits  (no  increase)  and  10% 
for  salary  and  expenses  of  the  Veterans'  Agent. 

The  Selectmen  sponsored  a  regional  drug  abuse  meeting  in  April 
1969  which  was  attended  by  School  Dept.  personnel,  selectmen,  police 
chiefs,  school  committees,  and  other  interested  people.  A  program 
was  presented  by  the  Selectmen  which  included  presentation  of 
viewpoints  of  various  people,  namely,  High  Sheriff  John  Boyle, 
Dist.  Atty.  Oscar  Grife,  Sate  Police  Narcotics  Specialists,  State 
Dept.  of  Public  Health,  State  Dept.  Mental  Health  Representatives 
and  Supt,  of  Schools  Donald  Buss.  It  was  very  well  received  by  all 
present  who  represented  the  five  towns  in  the  School  District.  It 
was  felt  that  our  local  schools  could  and  should  develop  educational 
programs  starting  at  the  junior  high  level  and  also  add  extra 
curricula  and  adult  education  programs  as  the  School  Depts.  have 
the  capability  to  provide  this  type  of  educational  service. 

On  June  30,  an  agreement  was  negotiated  by  the  Selectmen  on 
costs  of  removal  of  unregistered  cars  and  junks  to  approved  loca- 
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tions  for  disposal.  Walter  Hathaway  was  appointed  as  assistant  to 
the  Building  Inspector  to  locate  and  inventory  all  such  vehicles  in 
the  Town.  Town  Counsel,  Kenneth  Bowen,  approved  procedures  for 
enforcing  the  by-laws  and  approximately  seventy-five  vehicles  were 
taken  away  at  minimal  expense  to  the  Town.  Expense  to  the  Town 
was  in  all  cases  for  administrative  work  only.  We  have  not  had  to 
resort  to  the  Courts  up  to  this  time  as  response  by  citizens  of  the 
Town  was  most  gratifying.  We  look  forward  to  1970  to  continue 
this  program  and  hope  for  cooperation  by  all. 

Richard  Graves,  Edward  Ronk,  Atty.  Kenneth  Bowen,  Martin 
Hebert,  Minor  Frost  and  Royce  Martin  were  appointed  to  a  com- 
mittee on  October  14  to  study  and  recommend  changes  in  the  present 
by-laws,  with  an  intent  to  make  them  more  practical  to  use  and  en- 
force. They  were  asked  to  make  the  recommendations  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting. 

A  committee  to  review  the  salaries  of  all  Town  employees  and 
elected  officials  was  named  by  the  Moderator.  They  included  William 
York,  Elmer  Nutting,  Philip  Morin,  Charles  Kellogg  and  Harvey 
Versailles.  The  Board  expects  a  preliminary  report  by  Town  Meet- 
ing in  March. 

At  the  last  town  meeting  an  article  to  replace  the  Mill  St.  bridge 
was  defeated.  The  structure  was  badly  damaged  by  a  stolen  auto- 
mobile and  was  ordered  removed  as  it  was  in  dangerous  condition 
and  could  not  be  used  for  travel. 

About  16  new  and  stronger  street  lights  were  ordered  installed 
in  locations  where  the  Selectmen  felt  that  they  would  give  the  Town 
the  most  benefit.  This  lighting  improvement  was  authorized  by 
Art.  19  at  the  last  Town  Meeting.  The  Selectmen  want  to  continue 
this  plan  of  improving  lights  on  our  streets  to  give  protection  to 
property  and  avoid  or  reduce  accidents  by  autos. 

In  June,  the  Selectmen  voted  approval  of  a  request  by  Fire  Dept. 
Chief  Sanderson  to  accept  a  base  radio  set  donated  by  Ernest 
Bramen,  and  it  was  installed  in  the  Town  Office.  This  radio  can 
be  used  in  connection  with  the  fire,  police  and  Highway  Dept.  radios. 
We  now  have  a  set  capable  of  monitoring  all  our  sets  and  we  are 
also  able  to  communicate  with  all  radio  sets  owned  and  operated 
by  the  Town.

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Report  of 
Veterans'  Memorial  Committee 


The  people  of  Williamsburg  voted  to  have  a  committee  investigate 
and  bring  in  plans  for  a  Memorial  for  local  veterans.  The  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  Hans  L.  Nietsche,  M.  Wellington  Graves  and 
Robert  Morin  met  for  several  meetings.  Preliminary  work  showed 
that  during  the  Korean  War,  there  were  about  50  inhabitants  who 
served.  For  the  Vietnam  Conflict,  the  action  is  not  over  yet,  but 
the  number  wil  be  about  the  same. 

Considerable  discussion  led  to  a  plan  of  bringing  together  all  of 
the  plaques  and  memorials  to  one  location  in  Veterans'  Park  next 
to  the  Williams  House.  A  rough  design  was  submitted  to  an  area 
monument  firm  and  a  sketch  and  an  estimate  were  received  in 
December.  A  price  of  $7,800.  was  considered  by  the  committee  to  be 
more  than  the  Town  would  pay.  The  plan  that  was  discarded  con- 
sisted of  a  granite  structure  about  20  feet  long  and  6  feet  high  in  the 
center  section,  and  stepped  down  to  about  5  feet  on  the  flanks.  The 
layout  consisted  of  remounting  the  World  War  II  plaque  in  the 
center  section.  The  2  plaques  from  the  High  School  would  be  located 
on  either  side  of  the  center.  The  outer  flanks  of  the  memorial  would 
be  for  the  Korean  War  on  one  end  and  the  Vietnam  Conflict  on  the 
opposite  end.  The  War  Memorial  was  planned  to  be  placed  about 
20  feet  back  of  the  present  World  War  II  Memorial  and  would 
contain  outlets  for  electricity  and  water.  The  entire  area  was 
planned  to  be  landscaped  and  ready  for  Memorial  Day  of  1971  . 

An  article  asking  for  approval  by  the  Town  of  the  plan  to  con- 
solidate and  relocate  all  the  present  plaques  and  add  two  additional 
for  the  Korean  and  Vietnam  veterans  will  be  put  up  for  considera- 
tion by  the  townspeople.  Presently  a  price  is  being  looked,  into  using 
native  stone  and  local  craftsmen.

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Report  of  Fire  Department 


This  department  answered  a  total  of  55  calls  with  losses  estimated 
at  $58,450.00.  Many  of  our  calls  this  year  involved  dwellings  which 
explains  the  high  amount  of  the  total  loss. 

We  helped  other  local  departments  and  organizations  from  time 
to  time  in  numerous  ways.  These  calls  are  not  listed  as  emergencies 
and,  for  the  most  part,  the  men  donate  their  time  to  these  projects. 

Roger  Bisbee  spent  three  weeks  at  the  State  Fire  Training  Aca- 
demy Instructor's  School  in  Bedford,  Mass.,  and  has  now  been 
promoted  to  Training  Captain.  Each  week  he  spends  three  hours 
or  more  with  each  fire  company  instructing  the  fire-fighters  in  the 
use  of  their  equipment  and  the  proper  approach  in  extinguishing 
fires.  The  men  have  spent  a  total  of  over  250  hours  of  their  own 
time  attending  drill  sessions.  Two  men  attended  a  3-day  seminar 
at  the  Civil  Defense  Training  Center  in  Topsfield,  Mass.,  and  3  men 
spent  3  days  at  the  Fire  Officers'  conferences  at  the  University  of 
Conn. 

Our  muster  team,  again  this  year,  attended  numerous  musters 
and  won  many  prizes.  We  are  very  proud  of  our  team.  They  rep- 
resented our  town  very  well.  Many  hours  were  put  into  training 
in  order  to  be  able  to  compete.  They  sponsored  a  muster  in  our 
Town  that  was  very  successful.  These  men  learn  a  great  deal  about 
their  fire  equipment  through  muster  work. 

Harold  Madison,  our  deputy  chief  in  Williamsburg  center  and  a 
firefighter  for  22  years,  retired  this  year.  Mr.  Madison  was  very 
interested  in  the  work  and  was  our  muster  captain  for  the  last  five 
years. 

The  men  in  each  fire  company  donated  the  money  they  earned 
from  fifty  hours  of  fire  department  work  to  purchase  equipment  for 
their  departments. 

The  Reo  fire  truck  that  has  been  in  the  Williamsburg  station  since 
1937  reached  the  point  where  it  needed  replacement  badly.  Through 
the  efforts  of  our  Civil  Defense  Director,  we  obtained  a  different 
truck  to  use  for  grass  and  forest  fires  with  very  little  cost  to  the 
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Town.  It  has  worked  out  very  nicely,  and  we  won't  have  to  ask 
the  Town  for  a  large  expenditure  in  the  near  future  for  another 
piece  of  apparatus. 

Our  new  siren  on  the  Haydenville  station  was  purchased  with 
matching  funds  through  Civil  Defense  and  was  installed  by  the 
firefighters.  The  only  expense  to  this  department  was  for  material. 

It  is  our  hope,  that  something  can  be  done  at  the  Mountain  St., 
dump.  Each  year  during  high  fire-hazard  times,  fire  spreads  to 
the  surrounding  woodlands  and  is  expensive  to  extinguish.  We 
realize  that  the  Board,  of  Health  does  what  it  can,  but  this  area 
should  be  more  carefully  supervised  during  this  period  to  prevent 
spread  of  fire. 

Many  hours  are  spent  maintaining  each  engine  house.  It  is  hoped 
that  in  the  near  future  the  engine  house  in  Williamsburg  center 
can  be  replaced  in  a  new  location.  This  building,  put  up  in  1907, 
does  not  have  facilities  for  all  fire  department  equipment.  Neither 
is  there  room  to  take  a  vehicle  outside  for  training  or  for  cleaning. 
It  is  becoming  expensive  to  maintain  because  of  its  age  and  is  very 
expensive  to  heat.  The  meeting  hall  is  much  too  small  for  the 
size  of  our  current  department.  There  is  no  area  where  the  men 
can  park  their  cars. 

Everyone  should  know  the  telephone  number  of  their  Fire 
Department.  These  numbers  are  listed  inside  the  front  cover  of 
the  phone  book  in  the  alphabetical  listing  under  Fire  and  under 
Williamsburg,  Town  of,  in  the  Williamsburg  section  of  the  book. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Town  officials  for 
their  cooperation  during  the  year,  and  especially  to  the  men  on 
this  department  who  have  spent  many  hours  in  keeping  equipment 
in  repair  and  answering  calls  day  or  night  in  any  kind  of  weather.

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Report  of  the 
Finance  Committee 


To  the  Moderator,  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  Williams- 
burg: 

The  Finance  Committee  has  met  or  attended  meetings  18  times 
during  the  year  1969-1970  to  fulfill  its  duties  of  examining  articles 
in  the  warrants  of  annual  and  special  town  meetings,  of  providing 
payments  of  extraordinary  and  unforseen  expenses  of  the  Town, 
and  of  meeting  with  Town  departments  to  discuss  expenditures. 

We  wish  we  were  able  to  report  an  overall  reduction  in  the  budget 
recommendations  for  the  year  1970.  However,  as  the  cost  of  the 
"daily  bread"  in  our  personal  lives  increases,  so  do  the  costs  of 
running  our  town.  Realistically,  many  of  the  budgetary  items  are 
reflections  of  factors  beyond  our  control. 

Although  the  Finance  Committee  acknowledges  that  the  School 
Committee  desires  to  provide  an  outstanding  educational  program 
with  qualified  teachers,  we  find  it  increasingly  difficult  to  accept 
the  higher  minimum  pay  schedules  dictated  by  a  competitive  market. 

The  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  last  year  indicated  that  it 
was  time  to  take  a  hard  and  close  look  at  the  Town's  expenses  (both 
present  and  future)  and  to  exercise  some  restraint;  and  dealt  speci- 
fically with  the  School  Department's  budget  which  was  approved 
with  hesitancy  and  reservations. 

As  far  as  those  with  children  to  be  educated  and  those  called 
upon  to  pay  the  bill  are  concerned,  the  business  of  Education  is 
fairly  out  of  hand  and.  has  been  for  sometime.  The  Educationists 
have  the  power  and  control.  With  increases  in  centralization  at 
the  Regional,  State,  and  Federal  levels,  this  condition  will  become 
more  so. 

The  whole  field  of  Education  is  so  fraught  with  emotion  and  de- 
void of  reason  that,  as  long  as  the  word  "education"  is  attached, 
anything  seems  to  go.  Also,  the  school  set-up  is  pretty  much  a  law 
unto  itself,  with  its  operation  and  budget  substantially  uncontes- 
table and  not  subject  to  questioning.  Thus,  the  inevitable  —  an 
ultimatum  is  handed  to  the  Townspeople.  This  results  in  a  situation 
where  other  essential  needs  and  services  of  the  Town  (Police  Pro- 
tection, Fire  Protection,  Health  programs,  Highways,  etc.,)  all 
tend  to  be  skimped  because  of  the  demands  of  the  School  Depart- 
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ment.  Actualy,  under  the  circumstances,  there  is  little  excuse  for 
consideration  of  the  School  Budget  by  the  Finance  Committee  — 
merely  a  perfunctory  procedure. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  called  upon  to  submit  budget  requests 
and  recommendations  to  the  Town  and  does  so.  Although  the 
School  Department  budget  appears  on  the  high  side,  the  Finance 
Committee  is  unable  to  alter  (reduce)  it.  Accordingly,  the  Com- 
mittee trusts  everyone  will  appreciate  and  understand  its  position 
and  the  fact  that  it  approves,  under  protest  and  with  reluctance, 
the  budget  request  of  the  School  Department. 

We  have  not  recommended  any  increases  in  salaries  or  wages 
since  we  are  awaiting  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed 
to  look  into  the  salaries,  etc.,  of  the  Town. 

Also,  we  have  not  recommended  the  acceptance  of  Article  23 
because  we  feel  that  there  may  be  another  way  of  honoring  our 
Veterans  which  might  be  more  meaningful:  scholarships,  a  swim- 
ming pool?  ?  ? 

It  is  recommended  that  we  increase  our  Stabilization  Fund  by 
$31,000.00.  This  can  help  reduce  our  capital  costs  in  the  building  of 
the  regional  school.  Save  now!  Pay  less  later! 

Most  parents  of  young  children  are  paying  for  fluoridation 
treatments  for  their  children's  teeth,  and  there  seems  to  be  more 
evidence  in  favor  of  fluoridation  than  against  it.  Therefore,  we  have 
recommended  the  acceptance  of  Article  22. 

Article  20  requests  a  cruiser  for  the  Police  Department,  which 
we  do  not  recommend.  We,  also,  did  not  endorse  Article  19.  We 
realize  that  it  has  been  ten  years  since  our  last  appraisal ;  however, 
we  feel  that  there  should  be  more  study  of  the  costs  and  the  needs 
for  this  service. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  departments  for  their  cooperation.
